(2)  Laboratory  Facilities  - 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  services  in  Manchester,  are  provided 
free  of  charge  to  the  Northwich  Rural  District  Council  and  proved  adequate 
during  the  year-  This  service  co-operates  in  the  transport  of  the  samples 
from  this  area®  Details  of  the  samples  and  specimens  are  given  later  in 
the  report. 

(3)  Environmental  Services  - 

Details  of  the  other  services,  e.g.  Sanitary,  Housing  Inspections, 
and  Food  Examinations,  etc.  provided  by  the  Council  are  recorded  later  in 

this  report. 

(B)  Hospital  Services 
(i)  Infectious  Diseases 

Admissions  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  now  spread  over  the 
following  hospitals  s- 

Warrington  Isolation  Hospital 
Monsall  Fever  Hospital 
Crewe  Isolation  Hospital 
Macclesfield  Hospital 

To  which  hospitals  our  cases  go  depends  largely  upon  the  preference  of  the 
patient’s  own  doctor,  and  of  course,  on  the  availability  of  hospital  beds. 

(ii)  General  Hospital  Services 

The  need  for  better  hospital  services  to  serve  the  Mid-Cheshire  area 
as  a  whole  still  remains  urgent.  Probably  the  increasing  mileage  covered 
by  the  local  Mid-Cheshire  Ambulance  Service,  on  roads  becoming  more  and  more 
congested,  provides  the  best  evidence  of  this  need. 

It  seems  it  is  now  left  to  the  Joint  Mid-Cheshire  Hospital  Committee  to 
continue  to  press  their  case  in  the  hope  that  some  early  real  headway  may  be

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis s 

Most  satisfactory  headway  has  heen  made  in  the  Rural  District  under 
the  "Polio11  vaccination  scheme  and  many  sessions  have  heen  held  throughout 
the  district  in  schools,  nearby  clinics,  doctors  surgeries,  works  surgeries 
etc. 

(b)  Sitting  Case  Car  and  Ambulance  Service 

The  service  in  the  area  continued  to  deal  with  patients  expeditiously 
though  the  increasing  congestion  of  the  roads  and  inevitable  delays  at  the 
bigger  hospitals  does  from  time  to  time  upset  the  daily  timetables  of  our 
vehicles  however  carefully  prepared.  Prom  1st  December,  I960,  the  County 
Health  Committee  will  take  over  operational  and  administrative  control  of 
the  service.  This  has  been  brought  about  by  the  institution  of  the  radio 
control.

c)  Prevention  of  Illness  -  Care  and  After-Care 

The  call  for  bigger  items  of  after-care  equipment,  e.g.  wheelchairs, 
i  hydraulic  hoists,  etc*  continues  to  increase  year  by  year* 

d)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  continues  to  expand  and  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best  means 
i  Thereby  the  older  people  can  remain  longer  in  their  own  home  surroundings. 
Institutional  accommodation,  however  excellent,  is  for  most  elderly  people  but 
L  poor  substitute  for  their  own  homes. 

During  i960,  118  separate  households  were  given  Domestic  Help  assistance 
:;.n  the  Northwich  Rural  District,  out  of  a  total  of  179  households  in  the 
lid-Cheshire  area  as  a  whole.

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

JFATER  SUPPLIES 

There  has  been  no  significant  change  or  new  distribution  works  carried 
Dut  by  the  Water  Board  other  than  a  few  small  extensions  to  provide  for  new 
dousing  development. 

The  supplies  remain  the  responsibility  of  the  Mid  &  South  East  Cheshire 
later  Board  who  provided  the  area  throughout  the  year  with  a  supply  which  was 
adequate  in  both  quality  and  quantity.

FA TER  SAMPLES 

The  Water  Board  has  submitted  to  me  for  information,  90  copies  of  the 
Analyst's  reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  in  the  Northwich  Rural  District, 
nil  of  which  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory. 

In  addition  the  Public  Health  Department  has  taken  95  samples  of  water 
Luring  the  year  and  submitted  them  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Manchester 
Tor  bacteriological  examination.  Of  this  number  71  proved  satisfactory  and 
?4  unsatisfactory.  These  samples  were  taken  as  checks  on  the  new  works  and 
Cstate  mains  serving  farms  and  cottages  at  Darnhall.  At  the  same  time, 
Deriodic  checks  were  kept  on  supplies  in  the  Tarporley  area,  the  source  of  which 
_s  from  the  Liverpool  "Vyrnwy"  system. 

Samples  were  also  taken  from  several  small  private  supplies.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

One  sample  of  sewage  effluent  was  taken  during  the  year  from  a  drainage 
installation  serving  Nether  Peover  School.  The  Analyst  reported  upon  this 
effluent  as  very  unsatisfactory*  This  nuisance  has  since  been  remedied 
by  the  installation  of  a  new  filter. 

The  following  statement?  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr*  J*B*  Birtwistle? 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council?  sets  out  in  some  detail  the  main 
drainage  schemes  of  the  Council  during  196Ch- 

M Acton  -  During  the  course  of  the  year  the  difficulties  regarding  the 
site  for  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  resolved  and  a  scheme  was  formally 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  Council 
were  informed  that  a  local  investigation  would  be  carried  out  by  a  Ministry 
inspector  early  in  1961. 

Comberbach  -  'Work  has  proceeded  as  staff  has  been  available  during  the 
year  on  the  revision  of  this  scheme  and  it  is  expected  that  early  in  1961  it 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  the  County  Council. 

Delamere  —  V^estern  Area  —  In  connection  with  this  scheme  as  a  result 
of  discussions  between  the  two  Authorities  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the 
completion  of  the  design  and  the  scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and 
the  County  Council  early  in  1961. 

Lach  Dennis  -  A  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  the  course  of 
the  year  and  after  the  holding  of  an  Inquiry  into  various  alternative  proposals? 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  was  authorised  to  invite  tenders  for  carrying" 
out  the  work.  It  is  expected  that  the  work  will  be  proceeded  with  early  in  I96I

Little  Budworth  -  Investigations  proceeded  as  staff  was  available 
in  connection  with  this  scheme  and  a  site  for  the  Disposal  Works  was  agreed 
upon.  It  is  expected  in  1961  the  design  will  be  completed  and  the  scheme 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  the  County  Council. 

Rushton  —  Eaton  Village  —  Design  of  the  extension  to  the  sewerage 
system  for  the  Eaton  Village  area  was  completed  and  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  the  scheme  was  submitted  both  to  the  Ministry  and  Cheshire  County  Council 
and  approval  to  the  scheme  was  given.  Tenders  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
work  will  be  invited  early  in  1961. 

Sproston  -  Investigations  were  continued  as  staff  was  available  for  the 
extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  Sproston  Green.  It  is  expected  that 
this  scheme  will  be  finalised  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  in  19ol. 

Hartford  -  Work  of  investigation  as  to  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  requirements 
were  completed  in  respect  of  Hartford  and  design  of  tne  works  extensions 
reached  an  advanced  stage  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  expected  that  the 
scheme  will  be  formally  submitted  to  the  County  Council  and  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  1961. 

Utkin ton  -  Quarry  Bank  area  -  The  Council  agreed  to  proposals  for  the 
extension  of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  Utkinton,  Quarry  Bank  area*  so  as  to 
enable  main  sewerage  facilities  to  be  provided  to  the  School  and  beyond  as 
far  as  Rowley  Cottage.  It  is  expected  that  tenders  will  be  invited  for  this 

work  early  in  1961. 

Utkinton  -  Cotebrook  -  The  Council  agreed  to  investigations  being 
carried  out  as  to  the  possibility  of  connecting  the  properties  in  Eaton  Lane 
and  the  Alvanley  Arms  area  to  the  sewerage  system  provided  in  the  village. 
Early  in  196I  it  should  be  possible  to  report  on  this  scheme  to  the  Council. 


Mr  John  Swinton  Carrie,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Cleansing 
Superintendent  and  Transport  Officer ,  reports  as  follows:— 

CLOSET  CONVERSIONS 

During  the  year  the  Department  finalised  the  conversion  of  twenty 
pail  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  and  appropriate  grants  were  paid 
in  each  case.  This  work  was  carried  out  mainly  in  the  parishes  of  Andert on 
and  Wincham.  The  Department  hopes ,  within  the  next  few  months  to 

connect  up  to  the  system  all  the  properties  in  Andert on  which  lie  along  the 

lines  of  the  new  sewer. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICES 

The  direct  labour  scheme  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  and 
nightsoil  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Council’s  area  has  "been  continued 
on  a  fortnightly  and  weekly  basis  respect ively.  The  major  problem 

during  the  year  has  been  that  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  labour  position. 

We  have  had  to  rely  on  the  local  Labour  Exchange  for  the  supply  of  any 
labour  required  and  on  many  occasions  men  employed  in  this  way  have  proved 
unsatisfactory  after  trial.  Investigations  show  that  to  improve  both  the 
conditions  and  the  service  given,  the  possibility  of  some  form  of  incentive 
bonus  scheme  may  have  to  be  introduced.

Improvements  carried  out  on  the  “welfare  sine  of  the  Cleansing  Department 
during  the  year  included  the  completion  of  a  new  messroom  block.  This  block 
now  provides  for  messing  facilities,  a  clothes  drying  room9  toilet  and  washing 
accommodation 9  the  whole  being  heated  by  central  heating  system  from  oil 
fired  boiler. 

During  the  year  3812  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  and  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  on  the  Council’s  six  tips.  It  is  now  apparent  that  tips 
at  present  in  use  at  Anderton  and  Moulton  have  a  very  limited  life  and 
further  proposed  sites 9  whicn  have  been  investigated9  will  necessitate  the 
stripping  of  top  soil  before  tipping  is  commenced.  The  equipment  already 
in  the  Council’s  possession  is  unsuitable  for  this  class  of  work  and  it  will 
therefore  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  give  consideration  to  the  purchase 
of  some  form  of  plant  9  which  is  capable  of  digging,,  levelling  and  reinstatement 
of  large  areas  of  land9  so  that  when  completed  the  land  may  be  returned  to 

agricultural  use. 

In  October,  the  Council  introduced  a  municipal  bin  hire  scheme.  This 
necessitated  a  survey  being  made  of  all  bins  at  present  in  use  in  the  area. 
Where  necessary,  notices  yjqtq  served  on  occupiers  informing  them  that  their 
refuse  bins  were  unsatisfactory  and  that  they  could  either  purchase  out— right 
or  be  supplied  with  a  Council  bin,  at  a  charge  of  7/6d.  per  annum,  this  money 
to  be  demanded  annually  with  the  rates  on  the  1st  April. 
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It  would  appear  from  the  response  made  during  the  three  months  operation 
that  it  can  he  expected  that  the  scheme  will  make  a  very  favourable 
contribution  to  the  efficiency  of  the  public  cleansing  service* 

During  the  year  the  Cesspool  Emptiers  have  pumped  and  cleansed  677 
septic  tanks  and  cesspools 9  and  have  maintained  a  weekly  night soil 
collection  service  throughout  the  area*  In  addition *  a  service*  on  a 

rechargeable  basis ,  has  also  been  given  to  all  fairground  operators  who 
have  visited  the  district. 

The  vehicle  mair^enance  section  of  the  Transport  Department  has  continued 
to  work  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year*  Regular  servicing  of  all  the 
Council’s  fleet  has  been  carried  out  together  with  the- maintenance  of  mowing 
machines 9  miscellaneous  building  and  sewage  works  plants*  The  section  has 
also  carried  out  small  workshop  jobs  on  behalf  of  the  Estates  Department. 

This  year  has  also  seen  the  virtual  completion  of  the  necessary 
extension  to  the  workshop  and  when  in  full  operation  will  no  doubt  ease 
the  present  difficulties  experienced  in  the  existing  building  when 
servicing  the  large  Paxit  refuse  collectors.  The  Scheme  includes  for 

oil  storage  bay*  v\rorkshop  accommodation  and  the  central  heating  of  the  new 
and  old  sections.

DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE 

The  work  of  rodent  control  throughout  the  Council’s  area  has  kept  fully 
employed  one  operative.  He  has  carried  out,  after  inspection,  the  treatment 
of  450  premises  involving  some  803  operational  visits.  Some  of  this  work 
has  been  carried  out  under  the  terms  of  Contracts  between  the  Council  and 
occupiers  of  business  premises,  the  income  from  which  amounted  to  £296. 

At  the  same  time  "clearance  work"  was  executed  to  the  value  of  £45* 

The  normal  bi-annual  inspection  and  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sev/ers 
and  sewage  works  has  been  completed  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  this  involved  the  baiting  of  416  manholes. 

Regular  attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  permanent  baiting  points 
established  on  all  the  Council’s  refuse  tips.

Inspections  were  carried  out  on  13  canal  boats 9  some  of  which  were 
at  the  request  of  the  British  Waterways  after  boats  had  been  repaired  at 
their  Northwich  Yard,  in  consequence  of  notices  of  defects  served  by  other 
riparian  authorities.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  boats  inspected 
is  mainly  due  to  the  general  run  down  of  the  number  of  boats  based  on  the 
Southern  Fleet  Office  at  Anderton. 

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS 

Twenty-nine  hairdressers  and  barbers  premises  are  licensed  by  the 
Council  under  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Act*  and  38  inspections  of  these 
premises  have  been  made  by  the  Inspectors  throughout  the  year.

Both  factory  and  vans 
continued  to  show  a  satisfactory  standard  of  hygiene.

MEAT 

The  Slaughterhouse  report  under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughterhouse 
Act 9  1958j  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations, 

19589  and  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations ,  1958 9  was  prepared 
during  the  year* 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Slaughterhouse 
(Reports)  Direction ?  1959?  all  neighbouring  authorities,  the  National  Farmers 
Uni on 9  The  Livestock  Auctioneers  Association,  local  Co-operative  Societies 
and  the  one  Trade  Union  involved  were  consulted. 

A  survey  was  made  of  existing  conditions  and  also  of  the  probable  future 
requirements  of  the  district  with  regard  to  meat  supplies.  From  this  survey 
it  was  found  that  the  five  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  the  owners  of  which 
intended  to  comply  with  the  Act,  were  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  needs  of 
the  district.  Having  in  mind  the  work  of  re-construction  already  carried 

out  at  slaughterhouses ,  and  work  still  required  to  be  completed,  the 
31st  December,  i960,  was  recommended  to  the  Minister  as  the  appointed  da,y 
on  which  the  five  slaughterhouses  remaining  in  the  rural  area  would  all  comply 
with  the  statutory  requirements.  The  Minister,  by  order  in  Council,  later 

altered  this  date  to  the  1st  January,  1961.

At  the  end  of  the  year  your  officers  in  company  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Chief  Veterinary  Officer,  inspected  the 
slaughterhouses  concerned  and  he  expressed  his  complete  satisfaction. 

Five  slaughterhouses  were  in  operation  throughout  the  year  and  1203  visits 
were  paid  to  these  slaughterhouses.  A  total  of  18,189  carcases  were 
inspected  and  11,820  lbs*  of  meat  were  condemned.

DISPOSAL  OF  CONDEMNED  MEAT . 

The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilisation)  Regulations,  I960,  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  November  and  the  requirements  of  these  Regulations 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  all  butchers  within  the  Council’s  area. 

Your  Inspectors  continued  to  maintain  a  close  supervision  on  the  disposal 
of  condemned  meat  from  all  slaughterhouses. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1957 

Notification  was  received  from  the  County  Council  of  a  further  10 
sterilisation  plants  registered  by  them  under  the  above  Order,  and  at  the 
same  time  3  revocations  were  received.  The  total  number  of  these  plants 
now  being  operated  within  the  area  is  18,  and  all  these  have  received  periodic 
visits  from  your  Inspectors. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT 

54  suspected  cases  of  Anthrax  were  reported  under  this  Act,  none  of 
which  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

One  suspected  case  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  was  reported  on  a  farm  in  the 
Council’s  area  but  later  this  notification  was  withdrawn  by  the  Ministry’s 
Veterinary  Officer.

1*  The  figures  for  the  present  survey  sho?/  very  little  change  from  the 
1955  visit.  The  total  number  (5>800)  examined  is  slightly  more  and 
there  has  been  a  variation  in  the  proportion  of  General  Public  to 
Factories/Offices  group. 

2.  Only  five  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treatment  were  found, 
compared  with  6  in  1955*  This  extremely  low  incidence  rate  of  .8  per 
1,000  examined  was  noted  on  the  last  visit  and  may  reflect  the  regular 
X-ray  examination  of  the  majority  of  workers  in  I.C.I.  Ltd. 

3*  Forty-five  other  abnormalities  were  found  including  one  malignant  neoplasm 
and  eight  cardiac  abnormalities. 

All  the  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  the  majority 
for  further  investigation  at  the  Chest  Clinic  or  Hospital.  u
